He 
had beaid with pain old bieodsAf Copfeder- 
atloo o'ppoeing Ihis'tidida^movediefi/^ He de- 
fended the policy of tbe Government at con- 
siderable length, arguing that everytbiog 
conspired to lavor ibe ooosiruction of the 
Pacific Uailway. While the United Stales 
had to contend agaits' great natural difBcul- 
tirs iix.pu8bing their railwayajo.tbe Pacific, 
the teriitorj;,, ibtei^h. ^bicb tbo.
